The difference, 
$318 million, goes on the "good" 
side of the ledger but leaves vir- 
tually no hope that the year as a 
whole will produce another $4.1 
billion surplus to match 1967,

Volcano in 
Costa Kica 
Kills 12 
SAN JOSE, Costa Rica (AP) 


— The U.S. Army rushed heli- 
coptrs and other aid to Costa 
Rica today after a volcano si- 
lent for five centuries erupted 
and killed at least 12 persons, 
Injured hundreds and threat- 
ened a number of villages. 


The government ordered the 


evacuation of some 4,000 per- 
sons from the villages of Pueblo 
Nuevo and Tabacon after near- 
by Mt. Arenal began erupting 
Monday. 


A state of emergency was de- 


clard by the legislative assem- 
bly. It authorized emergency ex- 
penditures to help those affect- 
ed. 


Many of those driven from 


their homes were badly burned. 
Heavy rains hampered rescue 
operations. Refugees were tak- 
en to churches, schools and pri- 
vate homes outside the danger 
zone. 


Huge quantities of lava and 


rock spewed from the volcano's 
cone, and eight inches of volcan- 
ic ash covered the central part 
of the rich ranching region 45 
miles northwest of San Jose, 


Grazing land, rice and cotton 


crops were ruined, 


The volcano, which is 5,249 


feet high, continued to throw out 
burning stones and lava through 
the night, The ashes, rock and 
lava dammed rivers and brooks 
in the area, and many of these 
overflowed, adding to the dam- 
age, 


Although experts said Mt. 


Arenal had been quiet for ap« 
proximately 500 years, Mt, Ira- 
au, 30 miles east of San Jose, 
erupted for several months in 
1963, ruined millions of dollars 
worth of coffee and other crops 
and wiled hundreds of cattle,

DOCTOR'S MAILBAG 


Multiple Sclerosis 
Still Subject for Study 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q— What is the cause of 


multiple sclerosis? How does 
it affect a person? How is it 
diagnosed? 
Can the victim 


continue to work? Is there 
any cure? 


A— Multiple s c l e r o s i s is 


caused by the destruction of 
the myelin sheath (insulation) 
that surrounds the individual 
nerve fibers in the spinal cord. 
The cause of this destruction 
is not known. A recent theory 
is that it is the result of a de- 
ficiency of linolenic acid in 
the diet. This nutrient is found 
in seed oils and fresh fish. The 
theory has not been proved so 
studies to discover a viral 
C.ausjrare, continuing. , ^ 
'Jfhe symptoms Vary. "They 
include an unsteady gait, rigid- 
ity or weakness of various 
muscles, tremors t h a t are 
made worse by trying to con- 
trol them (intention tremors) 
and a staccato-type of speech. 
The disease is diagnosed by 
a careful study of the symp- 
toms relating to the nervous 
system. 
Since the severity 


varies widely, some victims 
can continue to work while 
others can't. 


Treatment has in general 


been unsatisfactory and im- 
provement is often tempor- 
ary. Much can be done, how- 
ever, to ease the victim's 
symptoms. Although there is 
no cure, local cooling of the 
spinal cord will relieve the 
muscular r i g i d i t y , painful 
spasms and intention tremor. 
Dr. Irving Cooper of New 
York has reported excellent 
results in the relief of these 
same symptoms with an oper- 
ation on the midbrain, Other 
treatments 
that h a v e ap- 


parently been helpful are in- 
jections of a synthetic corti- 
sonelike drug into the spinal 
canal and giving the victim 
vitamin K-3.

Cards Fight 
Profiteering

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


U.S. 
Command has introduced 


something like a credit card as 
its newest weapon against black 
marketing and dollar profiteer- 
ing in South Vietnam, Pentagon 
officials report. 


Currency control plates must 


now be used when a serviceman 
converts his military script to 
cash or when he spends it on 
certain 
high-priced post ex- 


change goods. 


Troops stationed in Vietnam 


are paid in scrip, or Military 
Payment 
Certificates (MFC), 


instead of dollars. 


The plastic cards are used to 


stamp special forms which are 
fed through computers to give 
U.S, officials in Saigon a con- 
stant watch on the volume of 
converted scrip as well as on 
PX buying, 


For example, if a man con» 


verts more than the authorized 
amount of scrip into dollars or 
money orders, the computer 
kicks out a card Identifying him 
and showing all his recent 
transactions, 


The plate also is used In re« 


cording all purchases of goods 
sought by black marketeers; 
cameras, television sets, tape 
recorders, stereo systems, ra« 
dios, airline tickets and other 
luxury items, 


The Pentagon acknowledges 


that 
servicemen have peee 


bribed into converting scrip into 
dollars for money manipulators 
in Saigon; some nave been us* 
ing illegally obtained scrip to 
buy PX items for black marfce. 
teers. 


Scrip was introduced in Viet* 


nam in 1965 as a means of keep* 
ing U.S. dollars off the market 
and easing the impact of Ameri? 
can spending on the country's 
inflated economy. 


But illicit money manipulation 


and illegal sales of American 
goods are a continuing problem.
